Install the new jum¬ 
pers in Z3 and Z71* These wires must match the pat¬ 
tern shown in figure 3^ & B. Notes "A" revision 
boards use 14 pin DIP sockets and "D" revsion boards 
use 16 pin DIP sockets for Z3 and Z71. Also that pin 
1 on Z3 and Z71 line up like all other ICs including 
the RAMs. 

10. Carefully double check the position of the new 
RAMs and jumper wires. 

11. Reassemble the case, making sure that the key^ 
board is correctly seated. 

12. Reconnect all caoies, turn on the unit and type 
P.M. and hit ENTER. 'Rie computer should display I 587 I.
